its own power of attraction on every

However, as the earth 's center is 
farth e r aw ay from the a ttractin g body 
than its surface is, particles on the 
earth 's 
surface 
are 
attracted 
with 
g reater force thau those a t the center, 
aud tile practical result is to lessen the 
force with which the earth 's matts is 
held together. 
Vow. if tile num ber of stars is infi­ 
nite. tills decrease would be so great 
th a t weight on the earth would practi­ 
cally cease to exist. 
Moreover. Hie 
sam e conditions would prevail every­ 
where throughout a boundless universe 
a n d probably all masses would lie dis 
rapt cd 
T h at this result does not oc 
c u r is a proof, We are told, that the 
n um ber of heavenly bodies in exist 
cnee is not Infinite. 
These argum ents make eertaiu as 
sum ptions th a t may or may not he 
g ranted; they eau neither lie proved nor 
disproved. The argum ent from light as 
smiles that light waves are transmit 
ted through space w ithout loss; that 
from gravitation 
assum es 
that 
the 
sam e thing is true for gravitational 
attraction. 
lf light or gravitation is absorbed or 
lost iii some way when passing from 
sta r to star, the num ber of stars may
